SAN FRANCISCO — (IP) - Tired 
of moths chomping away at your 
clothes'' Science has the enewer. 
A new chemical can be locked 
in wool while it Is heing dyed. 
From then on. the fabric is moth­ 
proof for the rest bf its life. 
This chemical is called dieldrln. 
a widely used insecticide. Its use 
as a 
permanent 
mothproofing 
agent was described to the Amer­ 
ican Chemical Society today by 
L. E. Mitchell of the Shell Chem­ 
ical Corporation, New York. 
Dieldrin is a colorless and odor­ 
less agent. It is applied to the 
wool in a hot acid bath w h e r e ­ 
upon it "becomes, for all prac­ 
tical purposes, permanently fixed 
in (he wool fabrication.' 
T e s t s showed the insecticide 
was evenly and firm ly distributed 
in the material. A number of 
manufacturers are already using 
It.The Idea of mothproofing wool 
with dieldrln originated with Dr 
N. Lipson of the Cortunonwealth 
Scientific Industries Research Or­ 
ganization. Melbourne. Australia.
